The Most Flagrant and Extensive Kinds 
of Adulteration Are Tract ieed. 
Under one heading we may consider 
several groups of food stuffs, which, 
while different iu composition, are alike 
in the form of adulteration which is re 
sorted to 
These groups include the va­ 
rieties of canned vrBetable*. fruit but­ 
ters, jellies, preserves aud catchups. The 
forms of adulterations common to all 
of these consist iu the nso of coloring 
matter, 
of 
imperfect 
vegetables or 
fruits, of other fruits and vegetables 
than those called for or of preservatives. 
In the case of canned vegetables there is 
an accidental adulteration from the in­ 
gredients of the can, such as lead and 
tin, aud which may, as a rule, be at­ 
tributed to a lack of care iu canning. 
In all of the groups mentioned the 
nonlteratinn practiced is of the most 
flagrant aud extensive kind. Catchups 
are m ade of skins and cores instead of 
the pure vegetables, then colored with 
a coal tar product aud loaded with sali­ 
cylic acid to 
proyent 
fermentation. 
F ruit butters are nothing but parings 
and scrapings of fruit to which glucose* 
starch and coloring have been added, 
w ith salicylic acid as a preservative. 
Jellies are made from glucose flavored 
w ith essential oils and cob red, to which 
salicylic acid is added, 
fc-fine fruit jel­ 
lies marked as pure have never seen a 
trace of fruit. What is trim of jellies is 
true of preserves. 
Put together refuse 
m aterial, the cheapest sort of glucose, 
some coloring and salicylic acid, and 
you have the composition of sonjp of the 
cheaper forms of preserves that are to 
be found on the shelves of some of our 
grocery stores. 
Of these coarser forms 
of adulterations it w ill be unnecessary 
to say even a word. They are universal­ 
ly recognized as unfit to bo used, aud 
every honest dealer is of the opinion 
that the sooner they ar/> driven out of 
the m arket the better it w ill bo for 
trade.—Sanitarian. ‘ r

W ithin a recent period cocaine bat 
come into nae on the race track as a 
stim ulant Horses that are worn and ex 
haunted, or are uncertain as to speed and 
endurance, are given IO to 15 grains of 
cocaine by the needle under the skin at 
the time of starting, or a few moment!

The effects are very prominent, and a 
veritable muscular delirium follows, in 
Which tho horse displays unusual speed 
and often unexpectedly wins the race. 
This agitation continues, and the drivel 
bas difficulty in “ slowing down” th/, 
horse after the tao® is over; not unfro 
quenMy the horse w ill go half way ronald 
aguin before he can be stopped. Tho ex­ 
haustion which follows is not m arked 
except in tho great thirst and loss of ap- 
p etita 
Sometimes diarrhea and trero* 
filing follow. But good grooms give un­ 
usual attention to rubbing and batlmifi 
the legs in hot w ater and stiinnlanta 
The general effect on the horse is do 
pression, from which ho soon recovers, 
but it is found essential to give cocains 
again to make sure of bls speed. 
The 
action of cocaine grows more transient 
as the use increases, and when a long 
period of scoring follows before tho race 
begins drivers give & second dose secret­ 
ly while in the saddle. 
Sometimes the 
horse becomes delirious and unmanage 
able aud leaves tho track in a wild 
frenzy, often killing the driver, or he 
drops dead on tho track from cocaine, al­ 
though the cause is unknown to any but 
the owner and driver.

CANNED GOODS. 


The Most Flagrant and Extensive Kinds 
of A dulteration Are Frai l iced. 
Under one heading we may conoid* r 
seve ral groups of food stuffs, which, 
while different iu composition, arc alike 
in the form of adulteration which 1* re­ 
sorted to These group# include the va­ 
rieties of canned vegetables, fruit bat­ 
ters, jellies, preserve and catchups. The 
forms of adalh rations common to all 
of these consist in the nso of coloring 
matter, 
of imperfect 
vegetables or 
fruits, of other fruits and vegetables 
than those called for or of preservatives. 
In tho case of canned veg* tables there is 
an accidental adulteration from the in­ 
gredients of tho can, such an lead and 
tin, aud which may, as ii rule, bo at­ 
tributed to a lack of care in canning. 
In all of tie* groups mentioned the 
adulteration practical is of tile most 
flagrant and extensive kind. Catchups 
are in ado of skins and cores instead of 
th© pure vegetable^ then colored wit Ii 
a coal tar product and loaded with sail* 
cyiic acid to present 
fermentation. 
Fruit butters are nothing fiat parings 
and scrapings of fruit to which glucose, 
starch and coloring have been added* 
with salicylic acid as a preservative 
Jellies are made from glucose flacon J 
with essential oils aud colen J, to which 
salicylic acid is added. FDne fruit jel­ 
lies marked as pure have nevi r m » u a 
trace of fruit. What is true of jellies is 
true of preserves. 
Put together refuse 
material, the cheapest sort of glucose, 
some coloring and salicylic acid, and 
you have the composition of *004,0 < f th© 
cheaper forms of preserves that are to 
be found on the shelves of some cf our 
grocery stores. 
Of tbest* coarser forms 
of adulterations it will be unnecessary 
to say even a word. They ar* uni vet-al­ 
ly recognized as unfit to bo used, and 
every honest dealer is of the opinion 
that the sooner they ara driven out of 
the market the better it will be for 
trade.—Sanitarian.

Bone T nhien anil Jockey* Find It C ie 
ful tm a Bracer For Their Na**. 
W ithin n recent period cocaine ha* 
come into nae on tho race track as a 
stimulant. Hora* that aro worn and ex­ 
hausted, or are uncertain as to speed and 
endurance, are given IO to 15 grains of 
cocaine by the needle under the skin at 
the tim e of starting, or a few moment! 
before. 
Tho effects are very prominent, and a 
veritable muscular delirium follows, in 
Wbinh tho horn; displays unusual speed 
aud of 1**11 unexpectedly wins the race. 
This agitation continues, and the drivel 
bas difficulty in ’‘slowing down” th* 
horse after the race is over; not un fro 
queirIv the horse w ill go half way rou*fi 
aguilt before he can bo stopped. Tho tu ­ 
ba tuition which follows is not marked 
except in the great thirst and loss of ap­ 
petite. 
Sometimes diarrhea and trem­ 
bling tallow. But good grooms give un­ 
usual attention to rubbing and bathing 
the legs in hot water and fttLuiulaiita 
The general effect on the horse is der 
pression, from which ho soon recover*, 
but it is found essential to give cocains 
again to make sure of his speed.

a* lion (4 condue grows more trunnion* 
as tho use increases, and when a long 
period of scoring follows before tho race 
begins drivers g:v.» a second dose secret­ 
ly while iu the saddle. 
Sometimes th# 
horse becomes delirious aud umuuuag© 
able aud leaves tho track in a wild 
fit nay, often killing the driver, or lit 
drops dead on the track from oimaine, a1- 
though the can*.© is unknown to any but 
the owner and driver. Borne horses have 
been given as high as 20 grains at a 
citua, but this is dangerous and only 
fiv es to wornout tuiuisl-, who may tty 
this means win a race. 
It appears that 
cocaine is only used in running races 
and rn a temporary stimulant for the 
time,
